E ' the North sea tragedy was held at 
ull, Eng., and the Jury returned a 
Irerdict that the men were killed by 
fhots fired "without warning or pro¬ 
vocation'* from the Russian wax ves¬ 
sels. The captains and mates of the 
Ixaw'lers testified that they had no arms 
pn board; that no Japanese were 
gmong their crew and that they saw 
po torpedo boats. The Russian ves¬ 
sels fired without regarding the sig¬ 
nals of the fishing fleet. The negotia¬ 
tions between Russia and Great Bri¬ 
tain. It is stated In London, are pro¬ 
gressing satisfactorily. 

In reversing the judgment of the

New York, Nov. 2.—Judge Parker ad¬ 
dressed meetings at Cooper Union and 
Carnegie Hall, and was given a recep¬ 
tion at the Democratic Club to-night 
which was the busiest eventng pro¬ 
gramme arranged for him during the 
campaign. At both meetings the can¬ 
didate w*as given great ovations, and at 
the reception following nearly every 
member of the club and many invited 
guests shook hands with him. Judge 
Parker will make a hurried tour of Con¬ 
necticut to-morrow, visiting Bridgeport. 
New Haven and Hartford, at each of 
which place he will speak. He and his 
party will travel by special train, and 
will return to New York the same 
night. 

One of the most rousing receptions of 
the campaign was given Judge Parker 
to-night at Cooper Union, where he ad¬ 
dressed a large meeting held under the 
auspices of the German-Amerlean 
Parker Union. The candidate was sub¬ 
stituted for former President Cleveland, 
who was scheduled originally to address 
the gathering, but urns compelled to 
cancel the engagement. Other speakers 
at the meeting were Carl Schurz, the 
presiding officer; George von Skal and 
Sigmund Ziesler, of Chicago. All of the 
addresses were In German except that 
of Judge Parker. 

• • • 

A Great Demonstration. 

Under an escort of mounted police, in 
charge of Inspector Brooks. Judge 
Parker arrived at Cooper Union at 8:23 
o’clock. Before his arrival there was a 
display of bombs and other fireworks 
in the square north of the building. The 
candidate was warmly cheered by the 
crowd about the building. He enterei 
by the platform door on Fourth avenue. 
He w as shown to the stage by rffle^rs of 
the union in charge of the meeting, and 
met Mr. Schurz in full view of the au¬ 
dience. They clasped hands In a greet¬ 
ing that lasted fully a minute, while 
the crowd looked on and applauded ap¬ 
provingly. The reception given the 
candidate was but a repetition of others 
that have been given him in New York, 
and. in fact, on every occasion where 
he has made public .addresses. The 
demonstration continued eight minutes 
before he was permitted to begin his 
speech. * 

Cooper Union was Ailed long before 
the meeting opened. The band played 
patriotic music and the audience 
cheered foj* the candidate again and 

again before the meeting opened.

When we annexed the Philippine Isl¬ 
ands, It was d n<e not only with conoppiote 
disregard of the rights and the wmh-s 
of the people thereof—a disregard as ab¬ 
solute as ever caused any of the con¬ 
quest of -the Roman empire or of the 
French empire under Napoleon—but nls * 
with a hardly wsa absolute disregard of 
the spirit of our political institutions. Tb 
annexation of the Island* and the subjec¬ 
tion by force of the Filipinos fighting fo 
their independence were as different from 
the intention of the fathers «* govern¬ 
ment by superior artillery is from gov¬ 
ernment by the consent of the governed.

The Policy of Conquest.

Now 
it is scoffed at by many of the haders or 
the Republican party we a glittering gen¬ 
erality. that has no practical meaxurg 
urid application; as baby talk, fit fo.r the 
Infancy of this ration, but ridiculous in 
Ls present* state of power. Indeed, it is 
perfectly logical for them to deride and 
reject It If they mean to Justify and main¬ 
tain their policy of conquest and do¬ 
minion. , t - 

But let me ask them as citizens of a 
democratic republic, what th* true 
source of the Jus: power be if not the 
consent of the governed? Is it mice 
That would despotism. Is it wealth.

The north side of the reservoir, 
which is thirty feet high, tumbled over, 
falling upon the house and barn of 
Martin Peeples. There were about 
800,000 gallons of water in the reser¬ 
voir. and in the mad rush of the 
stream northeast to the Southern rail¬ 
way cut and thence to Belo’s pond, a 
distance of half a mile, four tenement 
houses were washed several hundred 
yards. 

D. L. Payne, injured, said he was 
awakened by the crash and thought he 
was being swallowed by an earth¬ 
quake. "I cannot describe my ex¬ 
perience while I was floating on the 
mad. rushing stream of wattr, said 
Mr. Payne after his removal to a house 
near the place where he was found.

To Be Investigated. 


The cause of the disaster was the 
overflow of the reservoir, and a thor¬ 
ough investigation will be made in or¬ 
der to ascertain If the negligence of 
any of the employes at the pump sta¬ 
tion was responsible for it. 

The reservoir is located on Trade 
street In the thickly settled portion of 
the city. 

The authorities held a meeting this 
afternoon. It was directed that cof- 1 
fins and graves be prepared for those 
who lost their lives beneath the rush 
of water. 


A Commission Appointed For a Gen¬ 
eral Revision of Passport 
Regulations. 


Washington. Nov. 2.—^The State De¬ 
partment received a cablegram from 
the American embassy at St. Peters¬ 
burg which warrants- it In the assump¬ 
tion that the Russian Government will 
soon agree to recognize passports of 
American Jews traveling In Russia. 

Harsh and oppressive discriminations 
against American Hebrews who have 
visited Russia, or have sought to. have 
furnished the basis for a vast amount 
of diplomatic correspondence between 
Russia and the United States during the 
j»ast twenty years. 

A few weeks ago the President again 
directed the Department of State to 
present the matter moat earnestly to 
the Russian Government and in obe¬ 
dience to his direction forceful Instruc¬ 
tions were sent to the American Am¬ 
bassador at St. Petersburg to lay the 
matter immediately before Count 
Lamsdorff. 

According to information which came 
to Washington to-day. Count Lamsdorff 
has informed the American Ambassa¬ 
dor at St. Petersburg that a special 
commission has been Instituted, under 
the direction of the Ministry of the In¬ 
terior. for the punmse of a general re¬ 
vision of the passport regulations now 
ill force. The Russian Foreign Office 
has a representative on this commis¬ 
sion. and Count Lamsdorff promises 
that the wishes of this Government, as 
set forth by the President, will be 
promptly presented with favorable and 
satisfactory representations.

DECISION IN BRITTON 

CASE IS WITHDRAWN. 


They Aggregate $103,086,780, a Big

Judge Parker Has Order Entered In

Lexington, Ky.. Nov. 2.—[Special.]— 
Judge Watts Parker to-day entered an 
order withdrawing his decision of last 
week in the (ease of William Britton, 
charged with the murder of Jim Uock- 
rlll, in which he sustained the de¬ 
murrer to the indictment, and when 
this order had been entered he then 
overruled the demurrer and also the 
motion to transfer the prisoner to 
Breathitt county, and unless the Court 
of Appeals reverses this latest decision 
Britton will be tried in this county for 
the murder of Cockrill. 

When Britton was first indicted in 
this county for the Cockrill murder he 
was arrested in Breathitt county on a. 
bench warrant from the Fayette Cir¬ 
cuit Court and lodged in Jail here. 
James H. Mulligan was employed to 
defend Britton, and he immediately 
filed a demurrer to the indictment on 
the ground that the court* of this 
county hud no Jurisdiction in the case. 
Judge Parker sustained the demurrer 
to the Indictment, and a motion win 
made to transfer Britton to Breathitt 
county, but the court held off from- 
having the order entered until the 
Court of Appeals had rendered the de¬ 
cision in the. case of John R. T. Bar¬ 
bour from Jefferson county, which was 
similar to the Britton tuse. When th * 
decision of the Court of Appeals in the 
Barbour case was read by Judge Par¬ 
ker this morning he Immediately with¬ 
drew* his former decision and entered 
the one overruling the demurrer.

BY DANIEL J. SULLY AND THREE 
OF HIS PARTNERS. 


Request Referee To Withdraw Objec¬ 
tions To Claims of Their Cotton 
Exchange Creditor*. 


New York, Nov. 2. —Daniel J. Sully 
and three of his partners in the firm of 
D. J. Sully & Co. made a sudden change 
in their attitude toward their New 
York Cotton Exchange creditors to¬ 
day in the bankruptcy hearing before 
Referee MacGrane Coxe. 

When the bankruptcy proceedings 
were originally Instituted Sully and his 
four partners filed, through their coun¬ 
sel, written objections to the claims of 
all their Cotton Exchange creditors on 
the ground that in acting as agents 
for them the price in the selling of cot¬ 
ton had been wrongfully fixed. 

To-day, through their counsel, DaJiiel 
J. Sully. Edwin F. Hadley, Jr„ and 
William R. Fagan requested the refe¬ 
ree to withdraw their objections against 
the?«e claims. 

Lawyer Henry W. King, who ap¬ 
peared for Samuel F. B. Morse, the 
fourth member of the firm, vigorously 
opposed the withdraw*al of the objec¬ 
tions. 

Counsel for the creditors requested 
on Immediate ruling on this point by 
the referee, and declared it unfair for 
one partner to object when the others 
agreed, thereby holding up $2,900,000 In 
claims. He also said that this agree¬ 
ment meant an early settlement for all 
Cotton Exchange creditors, and that it 
was only Just that they should be 
speedily reimbursed. 

It was finally agreed that the referee 
should render his decision at noon to¬ 
morrow*. Permission was given the 
trustee® to sell three seats in the New* 
Orleans Cotton Exchange, owned by 
Sully and his partners, and Sully * seat 
on the Chica go Board of Trade.

BY THE RUSSIAN VESSELS. 


VERDICT AT INQUEST ON THB 
NORTH SEA VICTIMS. 


TRAWLERS WITHOUT WEAPONS 


No Japanese Were Among the Crew* 
and They Saw No Tor¬ 
pedo Boats. 


NEGOTIATIONS IN LONDON. 


Hull, Eng., Nov. 2.—"That George 
Henry Smith and William Leggett 
were, at about 12:30 a. m. on October 
22, while out fishing w ith trawls aboard 
the British steam trawler Crane, with 
Board of Trade marks exhibited and 
regulation lights burning, killed by 
shot® fired without warning or provoca¬ 
tion from certain Russian w*ar vessels 
at a distance about a quarter of a 
mile." 

This \e the text of the Jury’* verdict 
at the Coroner’s Inquest on the fisher¬ 
men victims of the North sea tragedy. 
At the request of the British Govern¬ 
ment, represented by the Earl of Dy- 
sart. Solicitor of the Treasury, this 
conservative award was rendered by 
the First Court of Inquiry preceding 
the sessions of the international tri¬ 
bunal. The Government asked the Jury 
not to find a verdict of willful murder 
or manslaughter because "delicate ne¬ 
gotiations are going on which should 
not be made more difficult; and they 
ought not to let any one think they 
had prejudged the case before having 
heard both sides." In consequence the 
Jury simply set forth the facts proved 
by the evidence of physicians, experts 
on explosives and the trawlers them¬ 
selves. 

• • • 

The Judge's Addition. 


To the verdict the Judge added ths 
following rider: 

"On this occasion, probably the most 
momentous in the annals of the British 
empire, the jury would record their ap¬ 
preciation of the efforts made by the 
Governments interested to arrive at a 
satisfactory conclusion of the matter 
which we feel, has no parallel In the 
history of the world." 

St. George’s hall, a Urge auditorium 
which had been specially fitted up for 
the occasion, was quite inadequate to 
accommodate the orow*d that wished to 
listen to the evidence. The interest 
was intense and there was some excite¬ 
ment, but no demonstration occurred. 
A great number of people gathered In 
the vicinity of the building to await 
the verdict, and the space Inside ths 
hall was filled. 

The British Government, the Board 
of Trade, the owners of the Game Cock 
fleet and the relatives of the deceased 
and wounded fishermen were represent¬ 
ed by counsel; but the Russian Gov^ 
ernment did not participate. The pro¬ 
ceedings occupied only about three 
hours. The testimony consulted of 
medical evidence by which It was 
proved that the death of Smith and 
Leggett w*as the result of shell and 
machine gun wounds; then an expert 
identified fragments of shells by pri¬ 
vate marks w*bich he said were un¬ 
doubtedly Russian, and then the stories 
of the captains and mates of the traw¬ 
lers were told.

FORMER KENTUCKY WOMAN RE- 
LEASED FROM ASYLUM. 


After Being Confined For Twenty- 
Six Years Mrs. Mary Hagan Will 
Sue For Damages. 


Baltimore. Md . Nov. 2 —[Special.]— 
The authorities of Mount Hope Retreat 
notifying Judge Baer that they did not 
oppose the release from the Institution 
cvf Mrs. Mary H3gan, and Mrs. Hagan 
informing the court that she desired to 
be released. Judge Baer at once ordered 
the release to be made out. 

Mrs. Hagan was originally placed In 
the retreat on the affidavit of two Penn, 
sylvanka physicians in 1S78 that she was 
Insane. Dr. Charles G. H1U. the held 
physician of Mount Hope, testified that 
Mrs. Hagan was puffering fnnn a mild 
form of dementia when committed, but 
has since recovered her mind. 

The petition for a writ of habeas cor¬ 
pus was* filed at the Instance of Miss M. 
Stella Lawson, who became acquainted 
with Mrs Hagan while Miss Lawson 
was herself an inmate of Mount H 'pe 
and who escaped and was subsequently 
deelaredi sane. 

Mrs. Hagan, who Is the widow of a 
former Louisville lawyer, has tw f o 
daughters, one the wife of a French 
doctor, living In Paris, and the other 
the wife of an army officer now* in the 
Philippines. 

Immediately after her release Mrs 
Hagan instituted suits for damages 
against the authorities of Mount Hope. 


These latter related that while they 
were engaged in their regular w*ork the 
ships of the Baltic fleet tn two squad¬ 
rons emerged suddenly from the haz* 
and. throwing Che glare of their search¬ 
lights on the Game Cock fleet, without 
warning and disregarding the flare of 
green lights, the fishermen's slgiraU 
and. though within actual speaking dis¬ 
tance of one vessel, commenced a can¬ 
nonade which the fishermen at first, 
not realizing the danger, enjoyed, 
thinking it was a sham fight. Th* 
firing lasted half an hour. 

To each of these witnesses was put 
the vital question regarding the pres¬ 
ence of a foreign vessel or torpedo boat. 
Each with equal posittveness denied 
that at any time preceding or during 
the firing was any Japanese, British or 
any foreign vessel seen by them or the 
accompanying fishing fleet. It was also 
stated that there were no Japanese 
among the crews, and that none of the 
trawlers carried anns of any descrip¬ 
tion. One of the skippers, replying to 
a question by the Coroner, said that 
during the five w’eeks he was In the 
North sea, he had not seen any war- 
ship* until that night. 

ALL IS QUIET IN LONDON. 

Negotiations Apparently Are Pro¬ 
ceeding Without k Hitch. 

London. Nov. 2.—The negotiations be¬ 
tween the British and Ru?« an govern¬ 
ment* In regard to the International 
commission, which is to investigate th* 
North sea Incident are progressing ap¬ 
parently to the eatisfaction of both 
sides. The F'oreign Office stated t< 
ihe Associated Press this evening thaJ 
nothing hod yet been definitely ?e<- 
tled regarding the personnel, date or 
place. The Foreign Office added that 
invitations will be sent to sev-ntf Pow¬ 
ers to send representatives, but to 
which Powers and what representa¬ 
tives is as yet undecided. So far a« 
at present decided. Admiral Sir Cy¬ 
prian Bridge will sit only at the Board 
of Trade inquiry at Hull. 

The Foreign Office further stated 
that it knows of no hitch In the pro¬ 
ceeding*. 

The Associated Pre?s understand* 
that at the audience which Ambas¬ 
sador Hardinge had of Emperor Nick* 
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qkis at Tsarskoe Selo. October 31, and 
at the audience which King Edward 
granted to Ambassador Benckendorff 
yesterday. both sovereigns expressed 
satisfaction at the prospect of a sat¬ 
isfactory settlement of the dispute. 

At the Russian embassy to-night tlv* 
Associated Press was Informed that 
there had been no further develop¬ 
ments. Both countries were elaborat¬ 
ing the details of the commission, but 
there no hitch In the proceedings. 

Yesterday's attack of nerves. due to 
the misinformed statements In the Lon- 
d<m newspapers, has given way to ex¬ 
treme calm. The newspapers angrily 
assail the Government for leaving Lon¬ 
don to wrestle with Its fears all day 
long when a word would have dis¬ 
posed of all the alarms and they sug¬ 
gest that if the Admiralty would re¬ 
quest Vice Admiral Lord Charles 
Beresford to refrain from "surprise 
mobilisations," and other lntere-itinig 
maneuvers during the next few days, 
It would not only add to the tranquil¬ 
lity of the country, but would smooth 
the way to a Anal settlement of the dis¬ 
pute.

dt Is Believed the Garrison At Port 
Arthur Is In Sore Straits. 


8L Petersburg. Nov. 3. 2:40 a. m.— 
There Is considerable anxiety here over 
the military situation. Little news 
has been received from Mukden, Gen. 
Bakharoff's telegram of November l 
merely Indicating that matters were at 
a deadlock around Bhakhe. The Jap¬ 
anese have made some tentative moves 
on both flanks, which were checked, 
but there are no signs yet of a g^heral 
advance by their army.

The Pittsburg i hurch, which is one 
of the largest and wealthiest In the 
i Northern Assembly, has been without 
in pastor since la«*L, spring, when N Dr. 

I Richard S. Holme®, who had been in 
[ charge for fourteen years, resigned to 
1 become editor of a new Presbyterian 
publication. "The Westminster," in 
Philadelphia. The church is located In 
' the heart of the most fashionable res¬ 
idence section of PlttMburg. Its con¬ 
gregation numbers between C30 and 700 
active members. The call Is one of 
the moat attractive that could come to 
a Presbyterian minister, and many of 
Dr. Smith's congregation have feaned 
for several months that they would 
lose their pnsrtor. 

During the eight years that he ho.s 
been in Louisville. Dr. Smith has male 
a profound imprepoton, not ohly on 
the members of his own congregation, 
but upon Ihe ehurvh-going public In 
general. He Is regarded us one of the 
‘blest pulpit orators In the city, nnd 
has always taken an active Interest in 
all public movement#, never fearing to 
express his opinions plainly and force- 
ably, He was one of the founders of 
the Civic r>engue and was a member 
of the executive committee.

Greftt Britain, the 
mistress of the seas, by far the greatest 

• naval Power of the world, proud and 

* touchy with a Tory Government, suppos¬ 
ed to be the special champion of that 
pride, was certainly not used fo that 
sort of treatment. She probably kn« w. 
too, that we had only one gun mounted 
on a coast several thousand miles long. 
No wonder that n good many people ex¬ 
pected the British fion to break out In a 
warlike roar. But what did Great BTit-zIn 
do? The British Tory Government took 
President Cleveland's remonstrance Into 
respectful consideration nnd with graceful 
kindness apsented to the arbitration asked 
for.

Tbe -thumb-print theory of "Pudd'n- 
head" Wilson, as set down by Mark 
Twain, luts been seriously adopted by 
England’s criminologists, and the Inter¬ 
esting statement is made In the official 
review of last year's crime Just Issued, 
that a4. the close of 1903 there were HO.OOO 
s*»ta finger prints of criminals regis¬ 
tered w-lth the police at New Sootland 
Yard. 

Since the official report was closed some 
thousands of additional records have been 
obtained, and the rrgister is now In¬ 
creased to about 70,000 sets. It Is grow¬ 
ing at the average of 350 weekly. The 
Commissioner of Police states that os a 
system of crime detection ll Is showing 
"excellent results." The system I# thor¬ 
oughly established throughout England 
and Wales, has just Inum Introduced Into 
Ireland and many police officers have 
come to London from the Colonies to 
study how it is worked at Scotland Yard. 

Last year the police tried the system 
on race-course thieves, a special detec¬ 
tive was sent to Epsom for Derby week 
and also to Ascot. Finger prints were 
taken of all persons arrested on these 
courses; the Impression* were delivered 
at Scotland Yard the same night and In 
the morning ihe police wore able to In¬ 
form the Magistrates that they had rec¬ 
ognized twenty-seven of the men cap¬ 
tured at Epsom aa thieves und nine at 
Ascot.

TWO FREIGHT TRAINS COLLIDE 


ANOTHER unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt FOLLOWS FIRST 
ACCIDENT. 


ONLY MINOR DAMAGE IS DONE. 


Sr. Louis. Nov. 2.—Two accident* to¬ 
day prevented the long-distance trial 
flight arranged by Capt. Thomas S. 
Baldwin, of San Francisco, to test the 
•laying power* of his airship, the Oall- 
fomla Arrow, and what wasj to have 
been a speed dememstration around a 
prescribed quadrangular course of 
about flrteen miles, developed into a 
drifting exhibition, the Arrow Anally 
landing in a cornfield. four tnile* west 
of the aeronautic concourse at the 
World’s Fair, uTter the motor had been 
disabled by an exhaust cap again blow, 
lng off when the vessel had resumed Us 
fight, after the first breakdown had 
been repaired. 

The first accident resulted In the Ar¬ 
row being brought to tin* ground about 
a mile and a half northeast of the con¬ 
course. The airship was commanded by 
A. Roy Knabenshue. of Toledo. O., the 
hero of the successful Mights of Mon¬ 
day and yesterday. Capt. Baldwin had 
arranged to follow the ulrship In an au¬ 
tomobile, and*when the accident occur¬ 
red and the motor stopped he gave In* 
*tructions to follow the drifting aerial 
craft.

ML Vernon, ky.. Nov. 2.-— {Special.]— 
A* the result of a head-on collision 
between two freight trains on the 
LotMfrvltle and Nashville railroad near 
IJvingston this morning Engineer 
Thomas Las ley. of Stanford, and Fire¬ 
man Ernest Meikle are dead. Meikle 
died at 11 o’clock this morning. En¬ 
gineer Lasley, who was scalded, ling¬ 
ered until 4 o’clock this afternoon. It 
Is claimed that the wreck wtp§ the re¬ 
sult of Train Dispatcher Minor Fishing 
failing to cancel an order at IJvings¬ 
ton the same time he did at Sinks, a 
nearby station. Both engines and 
three car* were badly damagxl. 

Resided In Louisville. 

Ernest Meikle. who was a victim of 
the accident, had been connected with 
the Louisvllje and Nashville road for 
three year*. He left the general of¬ 
fices, where he was employed as a 
clerk about a year ago and secured a 
position as fireman. He was twenty- 
three ye3ra old and had a good record 
as a railroad employe. He was single 
and boarded at 317 Went M street. It 
Is said his mother reside* in Cincinnati, 


Just before passing through the 
World’s Fair gates a Jefferson guard 
run to the automobile and handed Capt. 
Baldwin a metal cap. which, lie said, 
had fallen just after It was noticed thut 
the airship was in trouble. The capex- 
plained the nature of the accident to 
those on the ground, and Capt. Baldwin 
stated that the damage could be repair¬ 
ed without bringing the airship back to 
th** aerodrome, provided Knabenshue 
could land without losing too much gas. 
and the trip would be resumed after the 
Arrow returned to the concourse under 
Its own power. 

When Capt. Baldwin reached the Ar¬ 
row the repairs were Immediately start¬ 
ed, and in leas than an hour the Arrow 
was again In the air, making headway 
against the breeze that hud blown It out 
of It* course, and Ir looked as though 
the long-distance test would be made. 

After the Arrow had disappeared from 
the sight of those assembled in the 
World’* Fair concourse the crowd wait¬ 
ed patiently for some word from the 
damaged airship The chances of Kna- 
benshue being able to repair the break 
In the motor enr were discussed, and 
but few’ expected to see him again nav¬ 
igating the air until after the Arrow 
find been hauled back to the concourse 
and repaired. 

Suddenly a watchfuf eye discerned 
the Arrow arising above the horizon, 
and within five minute* It had ap- 
j>roaehed the concourse, *o near thut 
Knabenshue could be plainly seen and 
the “chug, chug” of the motor heard. 

Cheer after cheer greeted the reap¬ 
pearance of tho Arrow*. The bravery 
nnd rlarlng of the young aeronaut had 
■won him a warm ploce in the hearts of 
■the spectators, the majority of whom 
hud witnessed his previous flights, and 
his seeming victory over the Ill-luck 
that had spoiled the day’s demonstra¬ 
tion was applauded. 

Just before the Arrow* arrived In a 
position over the concourse fence the 
motor was again seen to hesitate. 
Three or four wavering revolutions fol¬ 
lowed anti then th** stiver colored 
blades hung motionless, while the alr- 
Fhip was again grasped by the breeze 
and hurried bu* k over th** distance U 
bad won In its duel with the wind.

MILT GREEN ASSASSINATED. 

Shot Through a Window By Un¬ 
known Person While Eating Supper. 

London, Ky., Nov. 2.—[Special.]—Milt 
Green, of Altanumt. who had klllc-J one 
man, and been In many difficulties, was 
shot through a. window' by an unknown 
assassin while eating his supper tb- 
night and Instantly killed. 


Knabcnshue. undaunted t»y the sec¬ 
ond breakdown, hung far out over the 
*»lde of the aerial vessel and waved his 
cup toward the hundreds of persons 
thronging the aeronautic concourse 
His action could plainly be s^en from 
the ground and the spectators respond¬ 
ed enthusiastically to the farewell of 
the temporarily beaton aeronaut. 

Higher and higher floated the air¬ 
ship, the breeze, w'hlch was blowing 
at the rate of al*oi»t five miles an hour 
from the southeast, eagerly taking hold 
of the helpless air craft and wafting It 
•lowly away from the sight of those 
anxiously following Us course, 1,000 or 
2,(K*0 feet below. 

The atmoeph« v re had been hazy aJl 
afternoon and It did not take long be¬ 
fore the California Arrow was a tiny 
cigar-shaped object, almost obscured 
from view. A* long as It could In* dis¬ 
cernible, however, the crowd wartohed 
Its every movement, and several hun¬ 
dred persons remained at the concourse 
until word had been received from 
Knabenshue that he lmd alighted safe¬ 
ly and that neither lie nor the Arrow 
had been Injured beyond the minor 
accident, to the machinery of the latter. 

A* the vessel was *o near the con¬ 
course, (’apt. Baldwin decided that It 
would entail too great a loss of time 
to deflate the bag and carry the Arrow’ 
back to the World's Fair. 

Volunteer* were numerous and Bald¬ 
win’s plan of carrying the Arrow back 
to the concourse by hand svss agreed 
to. and wdth relays of bearers the 
•earth was started. 

On the way to the grounds the lead 
rope whs dragged from the hands of 
Baldwin's assistant* and the airship 
broke Ioohc and soared into the air. 
When !n*t *?en the airship was drifting 
rapidly in a northwestern direction. 

There was nothing for Baldwin, 
Knabenshue and the other members of 
the party to do but accept the situa¬ 
tion and make the beat of It. After 
mine little discussion as to the probable 
length of time the supply of gas would 
sustain the airship. Baldwin said that 
he believed the "Arrow” would de¬ 
scend to the gro und wit hin an hour. 

Nurse Makes Mistake.

Cox, aged forty-six. ar.d Mr*. Sarah 
Shaw, a colored woman, aged thirty- 
five, are dead through the mistake of 
Miss Funk, a nurse at the City Hos¬ 
pital. Th 4 * two women were recovering 
from tythold fever and the physician 
had lnstiucted sterilized water to be ad¬ 
ministered to them. By mistake, the 
nurse used a onc-to-twenty solution of 
carbolic acid. The patients lived but a

Opinion of Court. 


In reversing the court below the court 
here said In part: 

The action before us nuts on the ground 
not only that the Auditor did something, 
that he ought not to have done, bu: on the 
further ground that the Mate thereby 
sustained damage. If there was no dam¬ 
age done to the State* l>y the act of the 
Auditor there can be no cause of action 
on his bond.

We. therefore, conclude that If the de¬ 
mand* paid by the Auditor were of this 
character he may show that fact In this 
sutt to avoid liability on his bond. 

It remains then to determine whnt were 
the character of the claims paid by the 
Auditor. A* wo understand the evidence, 
the money was paid upon the payroll* of 
the militia while In active service from 
January 30 until February 6. 1900, and for 
supplies for their subsistence during that 
time. Aa we haw said, the troops w- ro 
regularly called Into service and the State 
was liable for their pay a» we^i afor 
tuipplies white In service, unices they 
caaaed to be property In the service «.f 
the State before the expiration of the 
time for which they were paid.

then sworn In a second time, he having 
been sworn in the first time on January 31.

Reversal In Woolley Ca§e. 


The court, Judge Hobson writing, re¬ 
versed the Judgment of the Jefferson 
Uhancery Court, First division, in a 
case of Sophia J. Woolley and others 
against the city of Louisville and re¬ 
manded it to the court below, with di¬ 
rections to sustain motions of the ap¬ 
pellants. 

The action grew out of the old case of 
the city of Louisville against Col. R. W. 
Woolley. In which the city secured 
Judgment for $33,886 due It for taxes on 
his property in the city. Of this amount, 
the sum of $23,575 was a lien on both 
the life estate of Col. Woolley In certain 
property and the remainder, b lng taxes 
for the years 1885-1900. and the icmaln- 
Ing $10,311 was u lien only on on the life 
estate, being tuxes for the years 1885- 
1888. On the return of the old case to 
the court below the remaindermen ten¬ 
dered the city the first-named amount 
In satisfaction of the Judgment against 
their property. The tender was de¬ 
clined. and they then paid the money 
Into court and entered motion for an 
order of satisfaction of the Judgment 
as to them. The court overruled the 
motion, and the Commissioner then pro- 
c^ded to sell a number of the lots, by 
direction of the City Attorney, the 
gross amount of the a iles being some¬ 
thing over $40,000. The entire property 
was sold, the purpose being out of the 
proceeds to arrive at the value of the 
life estate and apply [his much of the 
proceeds to the satisfaction of the taxes 
adjudged against the life tenant. The 
remaindermen appealed to the court 
here. 

The court here. In reversing the Judg¬ 
ment below, says that the court was 
without authority to sell the entire 
property for the taxes, which were due 
only by the life tenant, and divide the 
proceeds of the sale betweefi the life 
tenant and the remainderman In the 
proportion of the value of the life estate 
to the value of the remainder; that 
the mode of sale directed by the court 
here was only Intended to meet present 
conditions, and when the conditions 
ehnnge the (Tiancellor may control the 
execution of the decree to prevent In¬ 
justice; the court should have sustain¬ 
ed appellants’ motion.

Must Serve Sentence. 


i; 


In an opinion by Chief Justice Bur- 
ntm the court affirmed a Judgment of 
the Owen Circuit Court In tt felony 
case of Lawrence Gross against the 
Commonwealth. The appellant was In¬ 
dicted. tried and convicted of horse 
stealing, and sentenced to confinement 
for two years In the State penitentiary. 
The Indictment was returned In Octo¬ 
ber 1893. and Gross escaped. He was 
a fugitive for ten years, being captured 
In November of last year In the State 
of Ohio. He was brought back on re¬ 
quisition. and the Indictment, which 
Imd been filed away In the meantime, 
revived.

Argued Before Full Bench. 

The full bench of the court sat to¬ 
day and hc*ard argument of the cases 
of the Travelers Insurance Company 
and the Security Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, of Binghamton, N V., 
against Lhe State Insurance Commis¬ 
sioner. Involving the question of the 
validity of the statute authorizing the 
Commissioner to revoke the license of 
a foreign Insurance corporation for 
the removal of a ease against It from 
the State to the Federal court. The 
crises are here on appeal from the Jef¬ 
ferson Circuit court. They were de¬ 
cided In that court only last Saturday, 
Judges Gordon and Kirby writing, and 
holding contrary views from each oth¬ 
er. The advancement of the cases *<> 
speedily was due to the postponement 
of a caae which was set for hearing 
to-day. E. F. Trahue and MiLTshaJl 
Bullitt argued for the companies, and 
J H. Hazelrigg for the Commissioner. 


Lexington, Nov. 2 .—[Special.]—The 
mandatory Injunction proceedings of 
R. J. McMichael against the Demo¬ 
cratic election officers In precinct F-2 
to secure him the right to register, 
which, he alleged, was denied him on 
registration day, October 4. have oc^ 
copied the attention of the Circuit 
Court for the past two days and has 
now reached the stage where testimony 
was tajeen ns to the facts In the case. 
The plaintiff. R. J. McMichael. Repub¬ 
lican candidate for Alderman and 
member of the Republican Htate Cen¬ 
tral Committee, was placed on the 
stand. He stated that he was ill on 
the morning of registration and did 
not arise until about 11 o’clock. He 
went to the registration booth, where 
he remained for about ten minutes, 
making no effort to register, os there 
was such a large crowd ahead of hltn 
at that time. He returned to his home 
for dinner, and after eating went back 
to the booth, where he again re¬ 
mained for ten minutes. He went from 
there to his place of business and at 7 
o’clock returned to the registration 
booth, where he remained until 9 
o’clock, the hour of closing. He said 
that about two minutes of 9 o’clock he 
and several other men got Into the 
booth, but before they had time to reg¬ 
ister the clock struck 9. He said that 
Frank Sutton and \\ r . C. Longmlre, the 
Democratic officers and defendants In 
the suit, agreed to close the doors and 
allow all within the booth to reglstei, 
but that J. H. Curry, the Republican 
Judge, objected to this procedure on 
the ground that the hour for closing by 
law had arrived, and he did not think 
It proper to allow any more people to 
register. 

Several other witnesses were heard 
before court adjourned.

Case Under Advisement 

When the case against A. G. Morgan, 
charged with running his automobile 
faster than the limit of the law was 
called before Magistrate Farmer this 
afternoon Attorney Joseph Bott9. rep¬ 
resenting the defendant, sprang a sur¬ 
prise upon the prosecution by arguing 
that the law governing the speed of 
automobiles was unconstitutional as 
passed by the last session of the legis¬ 
lature. His point was that the law ap¬ 
plied only to certain districts outside 
the corporate limits of cities and towns 
and was therefore a piece of local leg¬ 
islation. which Is prohibited In the 
Constitution. Assistant County Attor- 
nev Dave C. Hunter placed a different 
construction on the law. and by agree¬ 
ment of the attorneys Magistrate 
Farmer took the matter under advise¬ 
ment. .

The Hague Conference. 

The Invitation of President Roose¬ 
velt to the nations represented at The 
Hague conference of 1899 to send rep¬ 
resentatives to another conference at 
the same place, in accordance with 
resolutions of the Interparliamentary 
Union requesting him to do so, is in the 
form of a tentative circular note of 
Secretary Hay addressed to the repre¬ 
sentatives of the United Stales 
accredited to the Governments which 
signed the acts of the former confer¬ 
ence. The representatives addressed 
are instructed to bring the Object to 
the attention of the Minister of For¬ 
eign Affairs of the Governments to 
which they are accredited, and if sug¬ 
gestions Tire invited as to the character 
of questions proposed to be brought 
before this second conference, to dis¬ 
claim any purpose to present a cate¬ 
gorical programme of subjects of dis¬ 
cussion. He, however, expresses the 
opinion that in formulating such pro¬ 
gramme the distinction should be kept 
i clear between matters belonging to in¬ 
ternational law and those which are 
conventional between Individual Gov¬ 
ernments. as this distinction was strict¬ 
ly observed by The Hague conference. 
He cites the following as the questions 
which were then relegated to a future 
conference: the rights and duties of 
neutrals; the inviolability of private 
property in naval warfare, and the 
bombardment of towns and vllages by 
a naval force, subjects which have had 
their Importance further demonstrated 
by the pending war between Russia and 
Japan. As other matters closely af¬ 
fecting neutrals Mr. Hay suggests the 
distinction to be made betweefi abso¬ 
lute and conditional contraband of war, 
and the inviolability of official and pri¬ 
vate correspondence of neutrals. The 
duties of neutrals toward belligerents 
ani the treatment due to refugee bel¬ 
ligerent ships In neutral ports arfe also 
mentioned as matters worthy of con¬ 
sideration. 

From this summary it will be seen 
that the invitation has not the broad 
scope which discussion preceding its Is¬ 
sue had led the public to anticipate. 
Thp impression had prevailed that spe¬ 
cific reference would be made to an ef¬ 
fort by the proposed conference to 
bring about peace between Russia and 
Japan, but there is no reference to the 
subject except an allusion to the fact 
that The Hague conference had been 
suggested by the Czar during the pend¬ 
ency of the war betw’een the United 
States and Spain, with the Inference 
properly deducible from the coinci¬ 
dence. The belligerent propensities of 
the President may have been regarded 
as having been too well demonstrated 
to warrant him in assuming the 
role of a pacificator. Possessing 
none of the elements of a peacemaker, 
his Inability to carry out what w*as 
doubtless the object of the Peace Con¬ 
gress by making a strong appeal to the 
two Powers to submit their ens^ to 
the arbitrament of the conference, his 
invitation has but a perfunctory tone 
and gives promise of but little effect 
In bringing about peace. He recom¬ 
mends, as one of the objects of the 
conference he proposes, consideration 
as to the treatment due to belligerent 
ships in neutral ports. He might with 
equal propriety have proposed consid¬ 
eration of the exchange of prisoners 
between belligerents. 

From a political standpoint the ap¬ 
pearance of the letter Is timely, as It 
precedes the election 60 closely that 
foreign action cannot be had upon It 
until after that event, and some po¬ 
litical capital may be made of the pa¬ 
per to neutralize in some degree the 
prejudice aroused In the minds of 
peaceful voters by the reputation the 
President has acquired as a man of 
war rather than of peace.

“Matho! Matho!” whispered Salammbo, 
a* she stood beside the dead body of the 
Barbarian chief. Then, broken-hearted, 
ehe gasped and fell lifeless. 

This was tho finale of the play, 

“Salammbo," adapted by Stanislaos 

Stango from Flaubert’s novel and pre¬ 
sented at Mncauloy’* Theater la*t even¬ 
ing by a company headed by Frederick 
Wards and Miss Kathryn K!dder. For 
fivo act* the audience had been fallowing 
the story amid It* elaborate pictures of 
temple* and palaces and tent* of ancient 
Carthage, The tale itself was a modifica¬ 
tion of tho old Apocryphal story of Ju¬ 
dith. who to save her people of Bethulla, 
sallied forth to the camp of Holoferne* 
and slew him. Similar, too, was It to 
Maeterlinck'* more recent play, “Montia 
Vanna," which represents Its heroin© a* 
venturing to the tent of her people's enemy 
to purchase peace with her honor, only 
to fall in love wdth him at la*t. In 
"Sitlammbo” the Cartlmgenlan maiden 
goe* to the tent of Matho to give herself 
In exchange for the sacred veil of Tonit, 
that thnt chief ha* stolen from the altar 
of the temple for the very purpose of lur¬ 
ing her to him. A* in "Monna Vanna,” 
the woman's love 1* won by the warrior's 
nobility of mind and heart and she de¬ 
parts glorifying him. Returning to her 
father Hamiicar’s house she hear* of a 
plot to betray Matho, and she meets the 
chief nt midnight to warn him. But plans 
go awry, and he to captured at the tryst- 
Ing place and he curses her for betray¬ 
ing him. In tho lost scene he 1* killed 
by the people, and as he breathe* his last 
tlr* maiden die*, too. 

The pictorial ride of the play and of tho 
performance is its most sptendid side for 
Impressive settings follow each other un¬ 
til the climax of scenlo beauty to shown 
in the ruins of the Temple of Delos. In 
writing his play Mr. Stange has rn^de a 
conscientious effort to write a dignified 
drama and fill it with the atmosphero 
and color of ancient day*. He ha* only 
partially succeeded. The story is absorb¬ 
ing and If the diction were les* stiff the 
drama would furnish much to please peo¬ 
ple who can see beauty in some thing* 
besides German diaJect comedians and 
young women in flngerta. As it stands, 
its seriousnes, it* steadfast, deadly seri¬ 
ousness. seems all the more serious be¬ 
cause? of the statuesque w’ork of the au¬ 
thor. The statuesque work of most of the 
players contributes to this blemish also. 
In the one case fluent ‘stateliness gives 
wny to modern phmae* perched high on 
stills, and in the other true feeling Is 
ca*t to the winds and In Its place are 
either boisterous declamation or no ex¬ 
pression at aTI. 

Mr. Warde Is a fine example of & school 
of acting that in earlier generations rank¬ 
ed higher than Jt does to-day. and he 
ex ployed the methods of the old^fa^blon- 
ed school In his embodiment of Matho, 
th© barbarian. There wore full, resonant 
voice, clear-cut enunciation and delib¬ 
eration of utterance. There were also the 
strength of personality and the attraet- 
ivenes of mmuallty. But his perform¬ 
ance was elocution, fine, polished, ram¬ 
pant elocution, not Characterization. And 
yet was more satisfaction gained in see¬ 
ing him In this role than in the Impossi¬ 
ble on© of CUtu® hi “Alexander the 
Great,” in which he was seen last year, 
although, be it said, his present effort 
does iiot approach the admirable per¬ 
formance he gave us a few years ago as 
Prosper o. 

Miss Kidder moved through th© scenes 
more like a chiseled Galatea than an an¬ 
guished maiden. Her Salammbo showed 
one chill, statueoque, handsome creature 
with perfect features and round figure, 
who spoke with a voice of extraordinary 
purity and beauty, but who coukl not nay 
“I love you" to Matho ns though she 
meant It, or “I hate you" to him as 
though she actually did that. 

Different from both Mr. Wait!© and Miss 
Kidder was Thomas Coffin Cooke, who, 
except for a possible tendency to rage 
overmuch In the first act, did Che best 
acting of th© entire performance. He 
unacted the role of Spendiua, a sly old 
Greek who puts Matho up to his devil¬ 
ment, and he gavo it human shading and 
human nature wthout sacrificing th© an- 
olent atmosphere of the story or the dig¬ 
nity of the theme. The haunting look of 
the aggressive, the cross humility of the 
•lave, tho sharp eye of the shrewd were 
aU indicated subtly in his work. 

Mr. Harris gave a restrained and well 
handled portrayal of Hamllcar. while, de¬ 
spite his thin, strident voice. Master Bur¬ 
ris proved himself a capital little come¬ 
dian in the role of Hannibal. In the sec¬ 
ond .act Mis* Ina Brooks, who made the 
most of the slave girl Hilda, sung a lulla¬ 
by with a voice of striking sweetnea*. 

Another rebuke was administered to th© 
gallery during last evening's perform¬ 
ance, and it was skillfully done by Mr. 
Ward©. The actor, called upon for a 
*l>ec*rh, thanked the audience and added 
that the play had »>een generally describ¬ 
ed as lacking in the comic e.ement, but 
so me of his young friend© in the gallery 
seemed able to find what others w*re un¬ 
able to find. He was alluding to some un¬ 
timely laughter that had come from the 
gallery earlier in the evening, and his 
ironlcHil tone mud© his gentle reprimand 
penetrating.

SURVIVED BY LARGE FAMILY. 


William Wathews, of the former firm 
of W. S. Mathews & Sons, one of the 
largest tobacco concerns In Louisville, 
died at his home. 162$ Third avenue, 
yesterday afternoon of acute Bright's 
disease and ureniio pofisorilng. Mr. 
Mathews was taken poriously ill only 
Tuesday, although he had been In bad 
health for several weeks. He was 
fenced to remain In his room for the 
first time Tuesday morning and Drs. 
J A. Ouehterloriy and Oscar W. Doyle 
were called to ntund him. .Bis condi¬ 
tion grew rapidly dangerous and late 
fit night he was attacked by severe 
convulsions. Th <’.«** gradually became 
worse until 8 o'clock yesterday morn¬ 
ing. when he IhnA mt unconscious, from 
which condition he whs never arous.d 
Mr. Mathews' death came entirely afl 
a surprise to his friends, who knew 
nothing of his Illness until his death 
was announced. He \va*s In good 
hcittth until three weeks ago, when 
he was attacked by kidney trouble, 
which, although It seemed slight at 
th * time, gradually became s>rlou*. H 
bioame so ill list Friday that It wa\- 
iw;e**®ary for him to take to his bed. 
but he seamed to improve and was able 
to visit his office Monday. The fam¬ 
ily was unprepared for the sudden at¬ 
tack. which came Tuesday, and the 
first Intimation his brothers. Charles. 
John and Walter Mathews, who live 
in New York, had of his Illness, was 
the message sent yesterday afternoon 
announcing his death.

Veteran In Tobacco Business. 


Mr. Mathews was one o*f the best 
known business men in Louisville. He 
was the eldest brother In the Arm of 
W. S. Mathews & Sons, tobacco deal¬ 
ers, which was sold to the Continental 
Company two years ago. He had been 
allied with the tobacco business all his 
life and his firm was the first In 
Louisville to open a trade with South 
America. This was first begun twenty- 
five years ago. when a ship was char¬ 
tered and sent to Brazil. This ven¬ 
ture at first seemed a complete fa.il- 
ure, but the firm could rot be downed 
by the loss realized on the first ship¬ 
ment, and the next scawon a second 
cargo was forwarded to South America 
Profit undreamed of was realized from 
the excursion into foreign soil, and 
within ten years the firm had an es¬ 
tablished trade with every country in 
the southern continent, doing a busi¬ 
ness worth from $2,000,000 to $2,000,000 
each year. W. S. i Mai thews, the sen- 
dor member of the firm, died thirteen 
year*? ago. but the business was suc¬ 
cessfully handled by his sons wlt-h Will¬ 
iam Mathews at their head. 

Mr. Mathews was born nenr Nash¬ 
ville, Tenn., and was fifty-three years 
of age at the time of his death. Dur¬ 
ing several years of his younger life 
he resided in Hopkinsville, Ky. t but 
was never engaged In busine.-s In that 
city. He is survived by his mother. 
IMrs. Virginia Mathews, who lives at 
1234 Third avenu*:; four brother;*, 
Charles, John and Waiter Mathers, who 
live in New York, and James Mathews, 
•who lives in Louisville; two Mstetw. 
(Mrs. E. B. Davis and Mrs. J, C. Taylor, 
who live Jn Loulsvlll •, and one daugh¬ 
ter, Mrs. William Font. His widow, 
•who was Miss Molile Morris, of Bowl¬ 
ing Green, before her marriage ty Mr. 
(Mathew*, also survives. Mr. Mathews 
was a member of the Fourth avenue 
(Methodist Church South, at Fourth 
avenue and St. Catherine street.

The Mayor could 
not give him transportation, so sent hirn 
to the charity organization.

FATALLY IN VIRGINIA. 


Bristol. Tenn . Nov. 2.—[.Special.]— 
John Long, thirty-two years of age. 
was shot through tlu* brain at Inman, 
Wise county. A r a., night, and In¬ 

stantly killed, as the result of a des¬ 
perate encounter between two Long 
brothers on one side and two Dolson 
brothers on the other. 

Brass knucks and blackjacks were be¬ 
ing freely used. In the defense of his 
brother, who had been knock d sense¬ 
less with a blackjack. John Long hid 
stacked Henry Dolson with hr is-* 
kniicks. whereupon RoIkt’ Dol«on 
plated a revolver atrafr.Fj Long’s head 
and fired. Dotson fled into the mnun- 


With the arrival In Louisville yester¬ 
day of C. E. Bacon and Harry Tamplet 
the tragic details of the drowning of 
two members of their party, in Lake 
Pytonga, Canada, became known. The 
tragedy, which oost the lives of two 
young men. Donald McLean and his 
chum. Fred Rychten. occurred on the 
second day after the party’s arrival, 
and on the first day of the hunt. 

“We arrived at Lake Pytonga late 
Tuesday night, the party consisting of 
W. A. McLean and J. S. McDonald, of 
New Albany, Ind.. Angus McLean, his 
son Donald. Fred Rychten and Dr. Mac¬ 
Leod. of Buffalo, N. Y., John S Lewis 
of Binghamton. N. Y., E. L. Davis. 
Harry Tamplet and myself, of Louis¬ 
ville. Lake Pytonga Is one of several 
lakes In a game preserve of 6.000 square 
miles, belonging to the McLean broth¬ 
er*, and the camp where we were stay¬ 
ing was called McLean Lodge. Wed¬ 
nesday we spent In fixing up the lodge, 
nnd It was not until Thursday morning 
that wt* started out for de*er. The 
weather was cold and bitter and snow 
was flying. We went up the lake at 
7 o’clock in the morning op a little 
stfamer, and then jrrepared for the 
hunt. Our Indian guides took the dogs 
into the forest at the point we lmd se¬ 
lected, and dividing our party into five 
groups of two each, we stationed our¬ 
selves at different points near the spot 
where the game would Jae driven to the 
water’® edge. We were all in canoe?, 
and’were able to command ail ap¬ 
proaches. At the conclusion of the 
morning’s sport, one of the dogs was 
missing, and as the animal did not show 
up after dinner, Donald McLean and 
Fred Rychten. who were together In a 
canoe, volur -Tred to remain until 6 
o’clock If the Jog had not returned by 
that time. It is a custom of these dogs 
that they return eventually to the spin 
where they first entered the forest. 

“At about 4:30 we finished our day’s 
sport, and the dog not having returned, 
the two boys, nineteen and twenty-one 
years old, prepared to wait until at least 
C o’clock. Before they left they bor¬ 
rowed two additional guns and another 
he-tvy overcoat. We left them there 
and returned to the Lodge, eight miles 
distant. 

“It was nearly 8 o’clock that night be¬ 
fore we began to feel uneasy at the non- 
arrival of the two boys, but even then 


some of us thought that they had de¬ 
cided to spend the night on the shore, 
sleeping under their canoe. The bor¬ 
rowing of the guns and the overcoat 
lent color to the idea that they hal 
planned this adventure even before we 
left them- At 9 o’clock Donald’s father, 
Angus McLean, refused to wait longer, 
and with a companion set out to hunt 
for them In a canoe. They returned at 
3 o’clock in “.he morning without having 
found a trace of the missing ones. They 
were totally exhausted and were com¬ 
pelled to retire, while as soon as boat* 
could be procured other members of the 
party started out to search. This party 
returned at noon, having found nothing 
but the place where the boys had cook¬ 
ed a meal the night before. The steam¬ 
er w'as fitted out now, and with two 
men In a canoe, one canoe for each r’de 
of the laft*. and the steamer in the 
center, :he t.-ntire party started on Its 
sad mission. When the steamer reached 
the head o r the lake, w r e found the 
canoe with Mr. McLean already there, 
and In possession of the dread relics 
which told their own story. 

“There was the boys’ canoe, upturn¬ 
ed. and In the bottom was sticking n 
hunting kn’.fe. plunged there to afford 
a hold after the boat had capsized. 

“On the shore cowered the dog which 
had been. In more ways than one. re¬ 
sponsible for the tragedy. We figured 
that recovering the dog late that night 
they had attempted the return trip with 
the animal tied In the little craft. It 
Is supposed that the dog made a sudden 
movement, and the disaster followed. 
The feature of the sad affair which 
showed the spirit oI the boys was that 
In the boat still remained' the rope 
which was attached to a dog collar. The 
collar had been unbuckled after the ac¬ 
cident. and even while they were 
drowning, the boys gave the beast a 
chance for life while In the very last 
extremity. 

“Every effort has been made to re¬ 
cover the bodies; the lake has been 
dragged and dynamited—so far, to no 
avail. Mr. McLean at once left for 
Buffalo, remaining there while sending 
a party of divers back to the lake. Mr. 
Tamplet and myself left there Sunday 
morning, leaving Mr. Davis with W. A- 
McLean. Rewards have been offered 
and there are now at least fifteen men 
there searching for the bodies." 


WONDERFUL BEC0TDS CLAIM ;D 

BY RIVALS OF CAD BURBA 


Write To Tell Him That Usin? One Pencil For Fif¬ 
teen Years Is No Keoord At All. 


Cad Burba, who rather prides him¬ 
self on his record In having used stead¬ 
ily for fifteen years a single lead pen¬ 
cil, is receiving letters from all parts 
of the country from rivals, who write 
that he is “not such a wonder.” and 
then proceed to tell him how their own 
records distance his performance. Now 
Mr. Burba is a modest man and had no 
desire to attain a little notoriety when 
he exhibited his pencil and his pen 
which he has used for twenty odd years 
or the knife which he has used for 
nineteen years, and still less did he 
expect to be challenged as If he were 
a champion out to make a record. 

Some of the letters received by Mr. 
Burba display considerable pique on 
the part of the writers.

He said he had no 
desire to enter Into any controversy 
on the subject and Is content to allow 
the man in Binghamton, N. Y., who 
wrote that he had used the same pencil 
for thirty-three years, to claim all the 
credit to which such a record entitles 
him.

Wllkesbarre, Pa., Nov. 2.—Ten miners 
were crushed to death or drowned in 
the Auchiricloss shaft of the Delaware. 
Lackawanna and Western Company at 
Nanticoko to-day. The victims, with 
the exception of one, are said to be 
Poles and Slavs. 

The men had taken their position on 
the cage to be lowered Into the shaft, 
the total depth of which is 1.700 feet. 
At the bottom Is a sump filled with 
I water. The shaft is a double one. with 
tw'o carriages. When the signal was 
given to lower the cage, It Is said the 
engine got beyond the control of the 
engineer. One of the cages shot up¬ 
ward to the sieve at the top of the 
shaft, and this caused the other cage, 
carrying the men. to become overbal¬ 
anced and it fell to the bottom of the 
shaft. Those that w'ere not killed out¬ 
right by the full were drowned In the 
sump. 

The cage containing the men had all 
the safety appliances and it appears 
that after dropping 1,000 feet, the cage 
caught In the safety fastenings, but It 
was brought to a stop so suddenly that 
the bottom dropped out and the men 
fell out and landed a distance of 700 
feet further down the shaft. 

FORTY PERSONS INJURED 

And One Man Killed By Explosion 
of Box of Dynamite. 

Mount Vernon, N. Y., Nov. 2.— A ter¬ 
rific explosion of dynamite which oc¬ 
curred here to-day caused injuries to 
about forty persons and did damage to 
property that is estimated at $100,000. 
It Is feared that one life was lost. An 
Italian who was guarding the box con¬ 
taining the dynamite has not been seen 
since the explosion, and it Is believed 
that he must have been blown to atoms. 
The box. containing 100 pounds of the 
explosive, was lying under a bridge 
which crosses the tracks of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail¬ 
road at Bond street. 

The explosion wrecked the bridge, 
broke window'* In every direction, a d 
In several instances stoves were 
knocked over and houses thus set on 
fire. In each case, however, the flames 
were quickly extinguished by occu¬ 
pants of the houses. John A. and 
William H. Sullivan were eating dinner 
when the dynamite exploded. John 
was blown off his chair clean through 
a swinging door leading to the kitchen 
and was smashed up against a gas 
stove in the kitchen. The stove was 
overturned and the mail’s clothing 
caught fire. Before the flames were 
smothered he was so badly burned that 
he may not recover. William Sullivan 
was knocked under the table by the’ 
eoncu*rlon and his chest, ba k and he^-d 
are masses of cuts and bruises. 

Mrs. George A. Harlow’ su^ered con¬ 
cussion of the brain, the kitchen celling 
having fallen on her She is reported 
to be dying. Mrs. Nicholson is inter¬ 
nally Injured, and her recovery is con- 
plilered doubtful. The four-month®-old 
daughter of Robert Meares is not ex¬ 
pected to live. 

William F. Ryan. foreman of the 
gang of workmen on the blasting oper¬ 
ations, has been arrested. Other ar¬ 
rests are expected. Commissioner of 
Public Works Walter C. Miles said that 
the dynamite since Saturday had been 
under the bridge covered by a pile of 
manure. He addeB that on Saturday 
he advised one of the workmen to re¬ 
move the explosive to & safe place, but 
the man refused to pay any attention 
to him. 

The explosive dug a hole eighty feet 
deep In the ground.

If he sees a line play he can 
move up closer and when he sees* th© ball 
In the arms of a runner coming through 
he is near enough to go in and make his 
tackle.

A flaw' in the formation Is that a trick 
play carrying the ball round the other 
end would see the fullback hopelessly 
sewed up.

Boston. Nov. 2.—With perfect wea¬ 
ther and sea sonditilons, the armored 
cruiser West Virginia to-day went over 
the Cape Ann course, for her official 
four-hour speed trUU, and developed an 
average speed of 22.14 knote per hour.

a n 1 copies of the »• solutions were or¬ 
dered printed and sent to tire members 
of the Bo uni of Trade, and to all of 
the different transportation oomptMii**. 

The bill of lading did not meet tire 
unanimous approval of its framers at 
tli* time It was passed, and the pro- 
tesr which has since arisen tas in 
some measure anticipated. The non- 
negotlable clause was even at that 
time considered drastic, and the abso¬ 
lute antagonism which has developed 
will probably result in its modification 
before the end of the year. After the 
bill of lading had been framed, a date 
for Its going into effect whs fixed, but 
when the day arrived a postponement 
was had: This has continued from 
time to .time ami is supposed to have 
been the result of the object! on n I fea¬ 
tures which it embodied. 

\ circular letter, published by the 
OommHlee in charge of this bill, irsued 
August 1. contains one clause which 
does away with the shipper’s signa¬ 
ture. although it was not generally 
Known. Thin clause says that the 
“carriers prefer" that the shippers 
shall sign the bill, but that the commit¬ 
tee “does not Insist" that this be done. 
This clause was pointed out and ex¬ 
plained to the Directors of the Board 
of Trade by J£. .1 Ryan of the Illinois 
Central railroad. Many of the rail¬ 
roads have already refused to adopt 
the bill of lading in ts present form, 
and its modification is predicted. A 
uniform bill is needed and will be put 
into effect, bur without the features 
which have caused such a storm of 
disapproval. If this be possible. 

EQUAL RATES TO PREVAIL 

On Railway and Steamer To Cuban 
Points. 

F.y an arrangement entered into be¬ 
tween all lines in the Southeast «.n<l 
the Peninsular and Occidental Steam¬ 
ship Company, an equalization of rates 
jo Havana, Cuba, has been effected.
